Response to Amendment

Claims -3, 5, 7-13, 15-18, 20-33, 35, 44-46, 51, 52, 60-65, and 71-75 are 
allowable for reasons of record as set forth by the examiner in the 
communication mailed on 11 March 2009. 

Further, the examiner cites a similar ATR system disclosed by Uchida et 
al. (2004/0024541 ), which includes a light source (7), an ATR body (2), and a 
photodetector (4). However, Uchida does not disclose the use of MIR radiation or 
the ability of the ATR to allow attenuated total reflection at least six times on at 
least one of the plane, parallel boundary surfaces. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
